Talking upon the A plus B Theo¬ 
rem which Mr. Lymbum claimed was 
unsound, the speaker said that the 
theorum had never been exploded 
and that Major Douglas' "made it 
quite clear when appearing before 
the House Committee that his pro¬ 
posals did not rest on the validity of 
the A plu s B theorem. The speaker 
went on to explain that this theorem 
was a scientific explanation as to 
why we have a shortage of purchas¬ 
ing power. “The shortage is a fact," 
said Mr. Whicher, “otherwise the 
world wtfuld not have gone on in¬ 
creasing debt or stacking up our 
goods and production upon the 
shelves of stores while the people 
who needed the goods could not buy.” 

Dealing with constitutional right, 
Mr. Whicher said, “We come now to 
the argument • which Mr. Lymbum 
raised as to constitutionality. Mr. 
Lymbum said that the power to 
create effective demand or purchas¬ 
ing had been transferred by the Gov¬ 
ernment to the banks. Remembering 
that 90 per cent, of effective demand 
in the Province of Alberta is bank 
credit, whether taken out of thin air 
or the end of a fountain pen, not¬ 
withstanding anything Mr. McPher¬ 
son may say to the contrary, and al¬ 
though I am not a legal authority, I 
wish jto challenge Mr. Lymburn or 
any other member of the Government 
to point to any statute on the books 
of th^ Dominion of Canada where 
the right was bestwed. upon the 
banks to create effective demand by 
the mere act of a book-keeping entry.

equal right for the province to do 
the same thing.” 

“Further. In reply to Major Doug¬ 
las’ question in this regard it was 
said that it would, be impossible to 
pass a definite opinion on the consti-j 
tutionality of any plan until they 
had actually seen that plan. Now 
comes the definite statement, still 
without a definite plan, that. Social 
Credit is unconstitutional." 

Mr. G. Allergoth was the next 
speaker and one of the nominees, 
who dealt with the strong hold that 
big finance had upon the industrial 
and economic life of the country. 
He showed that the personnel of the 
directorates of the largest corpora¬ 
tions in the. country were very much 
the same even to the extent of com¬ 
petitive industries. He also dealt with 
the subject of unearned increment. 

Mr. E. G. Hansell, another of the 
nominees, was the last speaker. He 
answered the attacks that Hon. Mr. 
Lymbufn and Mr. McPherson had 
made against the Social Credit move¬ 
ment. In part he said, “My duty to' 
night is to diagnose these speeches 
from their pshyological point of view 
and from there the standpoint of 
their motivity. I do not agree that 
these gentlemen are using the prop¬ 
er tactics by continually inferring 
that Social Credit supporters are 
hysterical, religious fanatics and so 


forth. Because the masses are deter¬ 
mined to permit the progress of civ¬ 
ilization to have its way, and look 
with favor upon a change in our eco¬ 
nomic system with some degree of 
enthusiasm, is not to say these peo¬ 
ple are irresponsible.” 

The speaker pointed out that 
quick action must be taken to avert 
tragedy, but deplored the fact that' 
the U.F.A. candidate had nothing 
more to offer but the record of his 
government. He then went on to 
show the fatal error that nearly -all 
opponents make when thg.y syony- 
mize wealth'with niopeyfThat mon¬ 
ey afteralt^was^pfirposed to be only 
a medium of exchange for the prop¬ 
er distribution of our actual wealth, 
and that it was wrong for Mr. Mc¬ 
Pherson to assume that if our in- 
corpe in ' money were distributed 
amongst our people we would all be 
poor. 

The speaker deplored also that po¬ 
litical speakers Should “strain at 
gnats and swallow camels” pointing 
out that in attacking small illustra¬ 
tions usg^ to illustrate technical de¬ 
tails they assumed they had explod¬ 
ed social credit. 

In answering Mr. Lymburn, Mr. 
Hansell deplored the fact that the 
attorney-general of this province 
should make such a statement that 
Major Douglas “didn’t know what he 
^•as talking.about.” 

.“If this is the attitude of the gov¬ 
ernment,” said the speaker, "then 
they therefore paid $6,500 for the 
advice of a man who they knew did 
not know what he was talking 
about.” Thi s psychologically shows 
that the real purpose of sending for 
Major Douglas was *ot to be Eco¬ 
nomic Advisor to His Majesty’s Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta. They may deny 
this but nevertheless it is the psy¬ 
chological fact.” 

The speaker concluded by stating 
lhat in his opinion there were only 
two inevitable* courses. One was war 
and bloodshed, the other is the scien¬ 
tific distribution of our abundance 
which social credit claims to be able 
to do. 

The meeting closed with the na¬ 
tional anthem. Len Davis’ orchestra 
provided the. music. Mr. Tom Rob¬ 
son was chairman.

L. H. Stack, .C., barrister . of, Vul 
can, was the unanimous choice of 
the Liberals of Little Bow provincial 
constituency ‘ at their nominating 
convention held in the Vulcan Thea 
tre, Wednesday. Delegates were pres¬ 
ent from all parts of the riding, and 
no other name was presented to the 
convention. The nomination came 
from Peter McIntyre of Reid Hill, 
and P. L. Frost of Lomond. Errett 
King of Vulcan, presided in the ab¬ 
sence of James McNaughton of Car- 
mangay, who had resigned the presi¬ 
dency. 

Afternoon speakers were J. Harry 
Ross, M.L.A., Calgary; Mr. McAr¬ 
thur of the Young Liberals, Calgary, 
and* Mr. Stack. The public meeting 
in the evening was addressed by K. 
M. Edmandsun and Winston Church¬ 
ill of Calgary. 

Ail speakers dealt with the import¬ 
ance of monetary reform, not as a 
direct provincial issue, but as having 
bearing on the complex problems of 
the province. Mr. Stack expr/ssed his 
appreciation of the honor accorded 
him and urged the importance of 
honesty and fearlessness in-any dec¬ 
laration of opinion. He stated that he 
could see no hope of putting into ef¬ 
fect the Aberhart plan of social cred¬ 
it within the province. 

Mr. Harry Ross dealt extensively 
with social credit proposals, and was 
of the opinion that without introduc¬ 
ing sovereign powers in Alberta, 
such plans cannot be applied. Con¬ 
ceding that social credit diagnosis of 
public ills may be correct, the remedy 
entirely too drastic. It is similar 
to treatments advocated for an injur¬ 
ed leg. One doctor advocates ampu¬ 
tation, the other doctor administers 
remedial treatment, which achieves 
results without irremediable injury. 
Other speakers advocated govern¬ 
ment control of credit, extension of 
age limit of old age pensions and 
other Liberal policies.

Following the Liberal nominating 
convention, held on Wednesday af-i 
ternoon last, at which L. H. Stack, 
K.C., Vulcan, was nominated as can¬ 
didate for fh<) Littje.Bow provincial 
constituency, a public meeting was 
held in the evening, at the Vulcan 
theatre, at which Mr. Winston 
Churchill and Mr. R. M. Edmanson 
of .Calgary, Were the principal speak¬ 
ers. The meeting opened at 8.30 with 
fair crowd in attendance. Mayor 
King acted as Chairman, first calling 
on Mr. Stack, th e candidate, for a 
few words. 

Mr. Stack thanked the people for 
the confidence they hail placed in him 
by the nomination, to carry the Lib¬ 
eral banner through the coming elec¬ 
tion campaign. During the campaign 
he said, he would state his case, 
leaving the evening for the two vis- 
-rtim* speakers. 

Mh ^Winston Churchill, head of the 
Young Men’s Liberal Association of 
Calgary, was the first speaker to 
address the audience. Thi s forceful 
young speaker, presented a program 
of bank and monetary reform as a 
Federal issue to be gained through 
the sympathetic workings of the 
PrpvVicial Government. It was the 
most'.important question of the elec¬ 
tion, the speaker stated, and one of 
paramount importance. Mr. Church¬ 
ill traced the history of the present 
day banking system from the time 
of the goldsmiths until the present 
age, showing how paper money came 
into existence. As a solution of the 
present day monetary problems, he 
urged the establishing of a central 
bank with control of coinage in the 
government’s hands. Cojnage should 
he controlled by the government and 
ot privately owned banks as today. 
The speaker suggested a scientific 
index to control the flow of credit. 
Further he urged a programme of 
municipal public works under con¬ 
trol of the government to aid in the 
situation of monetary reform, with 
th e building of swimming pools, lib¬ 
raries, parks,^^c., in communities, 
also the estabM©ng of adequate old 
age pensions, with the lowering of 
the age -limit to suit th e situation. 
This speaker .answered many ques¬ 
tions following the addresses. 

Mr. R. -M. Effmanson was the main 
speaker of the evening. He opened 
his address with a tributo to Mr. 
Stack, stating that he had known, 
him for twenty-three years * ,as a 
student of public affairs, with an ex¬ 
cellent reputation amongst his fel¬ 
low practitioners. He was a student 
with executive experience and a de¬ 
tailed knowledge of the constituency 
that makes him an excellent repre¬ 
sentative, the speaker stated. 

"Let us examine the issues of the 
past three provincial elections,” Mr.l 
Edmanson said, “they were of a pure 
ly local and private nature.” The key 
of the. D.F.A. program in 1921, 1926 
and 1930 was the same, i.e., honesty 
in administration, economy in ad¬ 
ministration, and business-like meth¬ 
ods in administration, the speaker 
stated. Today, he said, the appeal is 
on different lines-, the outlook has 
changed and the problems are more 
complex. The interlocking interests 
of the different industries of the 
province require, as never before, 
the complete abandonment of class 
appeals, and ttife selection of the 
organization which extends beyond 
the confines of the province, and 
whose traditions and objectives are 
the best guarantee of social and eco¬ 
nomic freedom, the speaker .said. 

Continuing, h e said, “Leagues and 
associations, provincial in character, 
must be abandoned, and close sym¬ 
pathetic contact should be sought 
with the next occupants of the 
Treasury Bench at Ottawa. Surely 
this was obvious, if forno other reas¬ 
ons than the need of revision of the 
B.N.A. Act, reformed monetary sys¬ 
tem, and lower tariffs and wider 
markets.”

In presenting the Liberal platform 
the speaker said it -was the expres¬ 
sion of no one person, class or indus¬ 
try, but was evolved as a people’s pla 
form through economic conferences 
held at various points in the province 
by .the Liberal leader, W. R. Howson, 
K.C., last fall. 

Mr. Edmanso^F briefly referred to 
some of the problems facing the elec¬ 
torate for solution. “Agriculture, 
still the primary and basic industry 
of the province; its plight indicates 
matters of finance are its troubles; 
debts and interest, credit and prices. 
This is true of other branches of 
governmental activities. I believe 
that much of the trouble is due to 
narrow nationalism and throttled 
trade. One thing is evident, we must 
restore the control of issue of cur¬ 
rency and credit to Parliament as a 
safeguard.” 

Months ago, Ottawa discussed 
with the Bank of England the ques¬ 
tion of financing a Canadian refund¬ 
ing loan of federal and provincial 
public debts. Conditions precedent: 
1. Balance the budget; 2. Eliminate 
waste and incompetence; 3. Cut the 
cost of government. Apply these 
tests in Alberta to determine wheth¬ 
er we, in Alberta, are proceeding 
along the correct course.” 

Mr. Edmandson, in his address 
took each subject he cited and went 
into it fully. He found them all want¬ 
ing under the present government. 
He quoted figures at length to back 
up his statements. “Judged by any 
of the three measures of Internation¬ 
al financiers our government, has 
■ailed,” said the speaker. 

According to Mr. Edmandson, the 
Liberals undertake to do the follow¬ 
ing: balance the budget; reduce the 
cost of government by cutting the 
membership of the house; reducing 
sessional indemnities, and eliminat¬ 
ing waste and duplication; re-organ¬ 
ize the finances of the' province by 
revising the basis of taxation, re¬ 
dividing the revenues of the prftv* 
ince, and refunding the public debts 
of the province. He referred to the

They build 
their structure, each piece fitting into the other. They 
make their declarations clearly and simply with* a mini¬ 
mum of repetition. They have a gift for dramatic pres¬ 
entation, ,4)1(1 for good lead sentences. And'{hey rarely 
have cayse to complain that they have been mistreated 
by the press.

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CRESTED WHEAT GRASS 


, ft was doubtless noted by those who followed the re¬ 
ports of the annual meeting of Western Sfockgrowers, 
that speakers from the Manyberries Illustration station 
advocated crested wheat grass for pastures. It was stated 
that this was the best possible grass to grow for pasture 
in Western Canada. This opinion seems to be supported 
by local experience-. A number of Ideal farmers have been 
experimenting in the use of this grass, and there are sev¬ 
eral good plots in the district, with demand for seed on 
the increase. "This 
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year it is showing up wonderfully al¬ 
ready standing high, heading out and some weeks ahead 
of rye. It is drought resisting and in this respect adapted 
well to the prairie and' foothill pastures. In nutritive .val¬ 
ue it is said- to most nearly approach the Kentucky Blue 
Grass, of any grass grown on the continent. 

Restoration of depleted pastures, and the re-seeding of 
abandoned farm lands are becoming vitally important to 
this stock growing country, and the objective in all re¬ 
seeding is to secure pasturage, which will withstand dry- 
years to the highesS degree, and will ensure the maximum 
of nutrition. If the crested wheat grass is the answer, 
much credit for research and investigation must go to L.

Similar 
painstaking study has been conducted all over the south¬ 
ern prairies, and the experimentation which has gone on 
for some years at the Manyberries station, gives author¬ 
ity to any statement which may be made from that point.

All,local farmers interviewed, agreed on the need for 
action, but few were agreed on "any specific cure. Certain 
arguments against strip farming are practical, and there 
is no doubt that it would increase the labor of farming. 
Other methods of prevention |.ave been tried out without 
any great success. There seemed to bs a general feeling 
thiil the methods of summer fallowing, so long regarded 
as “good farming” would have to be modified if not aban¬ 
doned. v'tC* < ' 

Prevailing winds differ in different areas and types of 
soil differ greatly, so that the solving' of the problem 
seems to be a matter for each district, jf not each indi¬ 
vidual to handle. All are agreed that“something must be 
done.” 

The Lethbridge Herald which is a strong advocate of 
strip farming, says: 

“.Summerfallowing isn’t much good when it is done so 
, late in the summer that tons of weeds have grown up 
which must be plowed under. Generally what happens in 
such cases is that the weeds do not rot properly except in 
very wet years, and as a result the summerfallow is very 
loose and porous the next spring, and the crop on it is 
disappointing. ~V ' ■' 

“We have noted this spring that most farmers are do¬ 
ing their summerfallowing early enough to get the weeds 
before they grow very high and sap a lot of moisture and 
fertility from the soil. We have noted, too, that the ear¬ 
liest Summerfallow has been done on the strip farms. Just 
as soon as the seeding was done the strip farmers went 
to work, and before long the land was black between the 
strips of new grain. That’s the kind of farming that is 
bringing results, and that is why strip farming is getting 
the boost it is. The whole tendency on farms which are' 
stripped is to get the jobs done at the right time. 

“It is pleasing to drive between Lethbridge and Cal¬ 
gary and note the steady advance of strip farming 
through the northern areas. We predict that next year 
poetically all that country will lie in strips, and that, as 
a result, there will be better yields and better farming 
all round. It "seems to work out, that way.”*

Since the depression the inability 
of the exchange system of wheat 
marketing to meet conditions has 
been evident, says the Alberta Wheat 
Pool budget, from which the article 
is quoted. The Federal Government 
was forced to set up machinery to 
take hedges the market could not ab¬ 
sorb, and John McFarland was plac¬ 
ed in charge. 

Last fall a crisis developed when 
Mr. McFarland found 'grain traders 
selithg against him. Then Mr. Me. 
Farland had the Government peg 
the price to offset this machination 
which he described, to a raid by for¬ 
eign speculators. The Grain Ex¬ 
change said no such thing happened. 

Premier Bennett said in the House 
of Commons last week, short sales 
in the “raid” totalled about 35 mil¬ 
lion bushels. Price pegging offset the. 
decline speculators Ttoped for but 
held up the sale of Canadian wheat. 
The government then decided on the 
formation of a Grain Board . which 
would eliminate the selling of wheat 
through the Exchange. The Grain

“Meanwhile,” concluded the speak¬ 
er, “the Liberal party iq, Alberta 
proposes the extension, of old age 
pensions to relieve the labor market, 
the continuation of relief 5 to all those 
who require it, and the adoption of 
an educational system to help those 
young people without opportunity 
for work.” 

Following the address a number of 
questions were answered in a satis¬ 
factory manner.

“Under social credit, the system 
will serve man, not man serve the 
system,” declared William Aberhart, 
social credit leader in his Tuesday 
night radio broadcast in which he ex¬ 
plained differences in the aims and 
policies of social creepers and those 
of communist groups. 

Social credit party believes in free¬ 
dom of the individual for self bene¬ 
fit while the communist system asks 
for regimentation of individuals for 
the benefit of the state, stated Aber¬ 
hart as he exemplified extracts from 
a magazine clipping read by E. C.
